Rights Bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate refused today to broad­ 
en 
the 
exemption 
for 
small 
boarding houses from the pub­ 
lic accommodations section of 
its civil rights bill. 
As the 
measure 
stands, 
it 
would exempt 
owner-operated 
establishments having no more 
than five rooms for rent from 
the 
provisions 
against racial 
discrimination. 
Sen. John S. Cooper, R-Ky., 
offered an amendment to raise 
this to IO rooms, but the Sen­ 
ate rejected it by a vote of 51* 
35. 
A vote of 79-17 approved a 
Southern sponsored “ d o u b l e 
jeopardy” amendment after it 
was modified so it would not ap­ 
ply to state laws. 
Still to be voted on is a moun­ 
tain of some IOO amendments. 
But Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn., the bill’s floor manager, 
figures the Senate should be 
able to dispose of them at a 12- 
a-day clip. 
It set to the task Wednesday, 
beating 
down 
two 
Southern 
amendments, and drawing the 
wrath of Dixie leader Richard 
B. Russell, D-Ga., who shouted 
the Senate was acting “in the 
spirit of a lynch mob!” 
Such daily-dozen progress on 
the amendments would be a 
breathtaking 
change 
of

after the 75 days of debate and 
filibuster 
which 
the 
senators 
voted Wednesday to choke off. 
In so doing it made history. 
For the first time the Senate 
invoked cloture — the lim ita­ 
tion on debate — in a civil 
rights battle. The vote was 71 
to 29, four more than the neces­ 
sary two-thirds majority. All IOO 
senators were on hand, includ­ 
ing the ailing Sen.

Gov. Robert E. Smylie of Idaho 
predicted today that Republican 
governors will produce a “for­ 
ward-looking” platform declar 
ation that Sen. Barry Coldwat­ 
er will accept as the COP pres 
idential nominee. 
Smylie said in an interview 
the failure of the 16 Republican 
governors to agree cm a policy 
declaration 
during

Wednesday does not mean the 
project will be abandoned.

George Romney of Mich­ 
igan issued a statem ent that 
was interpreted by his aides as 
saying he would fight for a pro­ 
gressive platform, but he would 
not battle Coldwater for the 
presidential nomination. 
This seemed to end an effort 
by form er Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon to get a moderate 
Republican other than Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller of New York 
into the contest.

London that Coldwater does not 
have the nomination clinched 
and that Romney has the best 
chance of beating Coldwater. 
“ Coldwater is odds-on favor­ 
ite at this tim e,” Nixon told 
newsmen, “but the jury is still 
out.

“ But this doesn’t mean all 
these women are going to get 
pay raises,” said a Labor De­ 
partment spokesman. “ We don’t 
know how many of these women 
may be making less than men.”

Conference” sponsored by three 
state petroleum industry organ­ 
izations. 


Recent property leasing and 
drilling, 
said 
Dr. 
Jacobsen, 
“ brought tears of nostalgia to 
the older men who had not seen 
such 
foolishness 
for 
over 30 
years.” 
He 
added, 
“ if 
the 
bubble 
bursts large amounts of money 
will be lost; and even if the op­ 
timists are right, it will be years 
before tile industry is in tile 
black.” 
Dr. Jacobsen pointed out, how­ 
ever, that the pattern of ex­ 
penditures racing ahead of dis­ 
covered value is typical of near­ 
ly all exploration play*. 


On an optimistic note, he said, 
. “ lf a sizable strike can be made 
in Pickaway, Sandusky, Ashta­ 
bula or any of a score of other 
Ohio 
counties, 
exploration 
in 
i Ohio will be established as a 
major and continuing activity 
and one which will contribute 
substantially to the economic 
well-being of the state.” 
And so, said Dr. Jacobsen, 
1 the leasing of Ohio land by oil 
companies

Cleanup Is On 
In Montana 


Costly Flood waters 
Start To Recede 


HELENA, Mont. (AP)-Flood- 
torn Montana took on aspects 
of a zone of war today as gov­ 
ernment and business leaders 
directed multimillion-dollar re­ 
building projects and authorities 
searched for dead and missing. 
As floodwaters receded, offi­ 
cials in various search centers 
reported at least 30 persons 
dead. 
Many of the more than 35 per­ 
sons listed as missing were be­ 
lieved to be dead. Authorities 
said some bodies may be buried 
under tons of silt and rock. 
Gov. Tim Babcock, who made 
an 
aerial 
inspection 
of 
the 
stricken area, called it the worst 
thing that has ever happened to 
the state. 
“We can’t begin to estimate 
the damage,” he said. “It will 
run into tens of millions of dol­ 
lars. Sections of highway as 
long as 20 miles have been de­ 
stroyed by floodwaters.” 
Highway crews already have 
created temporary roads of mud 
and rock and set up makeshift 
bridges. 
Many small towns were cut 
off from food and medical sup­ 
plies. 
Supply-laden 
U.S. 
Air 
Force planes, 
including C123 
transports, landed on grass and 
gravel runways and even open 
stretches of highway. 
In the tiny reservation com­ 
munity of Heart Butte, where a 
number of persons were report­ 
ed injured, 
a nurse was in 
charge of medical treatments 
She 
received 
instructions 
by 
short-wave radio from a phys! 
dan. 
Thousands of pounds of food 
and medical supplies were air­ 
lifted into flood-battered com­ 
munities. The largest of these 
was Choteau, a town of 2,000 
made an island by the flood.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Almost 
from the time foreign aid began 
17 years ago there has been a 
kind of game every year be­ 
tween the President, any presi­ 
dent, and Congress over money.

But until then this was the 
yearly routine: Whatever the 
President asked for, Congress 
cut down. Then he got along 
with the money Congress voted.

billion in foreign aid but this 
was just about a month after 
he had set up a special 10-man 
committee, headed by Gen. Lu­ 
cius D. Clay, to study the whole 
aid problem. 
By the end of March, which 
was before the dawdling Con­ 
gress ever really got down to 
work on Kennedy’s request, the 
Clay committee came in with 
its report. It was a contradic­ 
tory and often foggy document 
But it had a lot of critical 
things to say about the aid pro­ 
gram, which gave support to 
some of the congressional critics 
who had practically made a ca­ 
reer of being foreign aid econ­ 
omizers. 
The Clay committee seemed 
to suggest — “seemed” is the 
necessary word here because of 
the fog—that Kennedy could get 
along with $4.4 billion instead of 
the $4.9 billion he said he need­ 
ed. 
Kennedy promptly and oblig- 
inly cut his original request 
down to $4.5 billion, which just 
bolstered 
the 
argument 
of 
those who had always claimed 
any President’s foreign aid re­ 
quest was full of fat and unnec­ 
essary padding. 
To make a long story short— 
and it was a very long story— 
Congress 
finally 
authorized 
spending only $3.6 billion. Noth­ 
ing shows better the dawdling 
condition of the Congress last 
year. 
It didn’t do the authorizing on 
President Kennedy’s request un­ 
til Dec. 9, and by then he was 
dead. And the $3.6 billion it ap­ 
proved was $1.3 billion less than 
he had originally asked. 
But when Congress authorizes 
spending, it’s just saying what 
the ceiling must be. After that 
it must vote the appropriations, 
the actual amount of money it 
will let the President have to 
spend. 
It wasn’t until Dec. 30 that it 
finished the appropriations bill 
originally asked. This year Pres­ 
ident Johnson did a complete 
switch in the routine. 
He asked for only $3.5 billion 
and said that was rock bottom. 
And meanwhile, a real pro in 
dealing with Congress, he went 
to work.

2 States Fight Delinquency 
Woodshed Punishment 
Paying Off in Montana 


Editor’s Note: Following is 
the first in a series of two 
articles telling how two states, 
Montana and Ohio, are at­ 
tacking the juvenile delin­ 
quency problem.

HELENA, Mont. (AP) — Ju­ 
venile offenses, 
an awesome, 
growing problem in the nation, 
meet a stiff hand in Montana 
and a 71-year-old judge who ad­ 
vocates 
woodshed

and tough laws is one of the 
main reasons. 
“ Montana,” says gray-haired, 
gruff-voiced Dist. Judge Lester 
H. Loble, “ owns the best juve­ 
nile court law in the nation.” 
Tough, yes. But former de­ 
linquents are coming back to 
thank him for straightening out 
their lives. And authorities from 
as far as Great Britain, deciding 
they have had enough of young 
hoods, are taking an interested 
look at the Loble technique. 
From M anchester, England, 
and Kansas City, Mo.; 
from 
Phoenix, Ariz., Utah, Kentucky, 
Iowa and elsewhere the queries 
come in: What have you got?

“I probably have the best and 
most efficient force of probation 
officers in the land—parents,” 
Loble said in an interview. “The 
woodshed is coming back, in­ 
different parents are diminish­ 
ing; they don’t want the pub­ 
licity or the heat.” 
For three years, under a 1961 
law he fathered, Loble has been 
permitting open court hearings 
for juvenile hoodlums who com­ 
mit felonies and vicious crimes. 
Their parents sit in the front 
row of the courtroom and the 
cases get full newspaper cov­ 
erage including the names of 
the juvenile offenders. 
Loble said elsewhere—where 
secrecy is the law—the crime 
rate goes up and up. In his di­ 
vision juvenile felony cases are 
down 49 per cent compared to 
the 
three-year 
period 
before 
the Loble law went into effect. 
Non-felony cases, tried in closed 
court are down 68 per cent. 
The law is simple and Loble 
admits it doesn’t provide a sure­ 
fire cure-all for juvenile delin­ 
quency. 
It provides that “whenever 
the 
hearing 
in 
the 
Juvenile 
Court is had on a written peti­ 
tion charging the commission 
of any felony, persons having a 
legitimate interest in the pro­ 
ceeding, 
including 
responsible 
representatives of public infor­ 
mation media, shall not be ex­ 
cluded from such hearing.” 
The key is the written peti­ 
tion by the county attorney and 
without it publicity is forbidden. 
Loble is one of the few judges 
in Montana taking full advan­ 
tage of the law. But others are 
watching it with interest. 
Previously the law prevented 
use of juveniles names under 
18 
except 
in 
specific 
m ajor 
crimes, such as murder, when 
the punishable age limit drop­ 
ped to 16. 
Loble’s fight against juvenile 
crime began in 1956, the year 
he was elected a district judge 
with headquarters in Montana’s 
capital city. 
He describes his first year as 
a nightm are, with 99 cases in­ 
volving serious offenses “ and 
getting worse all the tim e.” The 
Juvenile Court was a closed 
court. Helena was getting a lot 
of publicity, sometimes nation­ 
wide, but the offenders got no 
publicity and Helena residents 
had no confidence in the court, 
Noble said. 
He then began his drive to put 
the offender in the spotlight 
1 and assume his responsibility

The people of Helena, he as­ 
serted, were not going to be 
placed in fear of hoodlums. 
“The do-gooders, the molly­ 
coddlers and so-called progres­ 
sive thinkers do not dispute the 
results. They complain I am a 
tough judge and am destroying 
the 
initiative of the juvenile 
hoodlum. But it’s the m isdirect­ 
ed initiative I am destroying. 
“Tough, yes. But I spend lots 
of tim e on prevention and re­ 
habilitation. For an atrocious 
offense, I don’t spend tim e try­ 
ing to talk him out of a life of 
crime. I can’t, even if the social 
workers think so. Send him to 
reform school or prison and aft­ 
er he has learned discipline, 
then he gets an abundance of 
help from m e.” 
From Texas a form er juve­ 
nile delinquent writes and wish­ 
es he had Loble for a judge—to 
have stopped him from crime. 
From 
Chicago, 
sixth graders 
write: “We’re glad you’re doing 
this. They (hoodlums) pick on 
us and beat us too.” 
Nationwide publicity is mush 
rooming the demand for Loble 
as a speaker. Legislative lead­ 
ers in several states have asked 
for copies of Montana’s open 
court law. “ I don’t tell them 
how to operate their law. I tell 
them what I’m doing.” 
He notes that a sim ilar law 
was introduced in Utah’s legis­ 
lative assembly. 
“ In the big cities, the fact 
that law is flaunted is not the 
fault of the police. They’re the 
fall guys,” Loble said. “ Too oft­ 
en 
the delinquent 
never sees 
a judge. The case or social 
worker, inherently opposed to 
punishment, is out for rehabili­ 
tation.” 
In a letter entitled “ this I 
Know,” the judge declares that 
prevention 
a n d rehabilitation 
program s are not enough. 
“ Open courts establish pub­ 
lic confidence. It is a myth 
that 
publicity 
glamorizes 
the 
juvenile and makes him worse. 
Any juvenile, 
or adult, 
who 
likes to see his name in the 
paper as a criminal is in a class 
with those who threaten wit­ 
nesses. He is dangerous and 
should be so dealt with. My ex­ 
perience 
shows 
the 
quickest 
way to break up a gang is a 
public hearing, naming names 
and having the blame placed 
where it belongs, on the hood­ 
lum and his parents.” 
No juvenile has yet 
asked 
that Loble be disqualified as a 
judge in a case. 
In nonfelony cases, 
Loble’s 
court is closed, “ we can lay our 
cards on the table,” he said. 
“ The offender may be placed on 
probation, but he’s told that if 
he 
comes 
back 
he’d 
better 
bring a toothbrush because he’s 
going to stay for awhile. 
“The twin enemies of crime 
are fear of punishment and fear 
of publicity,” he said, adding: 
“ Discipline begins in the high 
chair, not the electric chair.” 
Loble knows his way around 
legislative as well as judicial 
chambers. 
In 1923, as a Montana legis­ 
lator, Loble introduced what he 
says “ was the first old age pen­ 
sion bill ever passed in the Unit­ 
ed States.” It was a county 
seat, issued the the first pen­ 
sion check. 
In 1935, Loble was among a 
committee 
of

first Social Security bill. He 
said the first federal legislation 
included 
sections 
from

tana’s law.

Propagation is easily made 
from cuttings rooted in June. 
P l a n t s may

pulled to

NEW YORK (AP)—The assas­ 
sination of President John F. 
Kennedy with a mail-order gun 
focused attention on a serious 
and controversial law enforce­ 
ment problem. Death - dealing 
weapons, from hand pistols to 
bazookas and 
even anti-tank 
guns are available by mail or­ 
der or over the counter to al­ 
most anyone who can afford to 
pay for them — citizens who 
need self-protection as well as 
criminals, lunatics and 
even 
children. 
“CBS 
Reports” 
undertook 
Wednesday night to examine 
both sides of the subject. 
The 
program 
demonstrated 
how a man released from a 
Kansas prison walked into 
“ liquor 
and 
sporting 
goods” 
store in Arizona and bought 
gun under an assumed name 
and later killed two Los Angeles 
police officers with the weapon. 
The sale was legal in Arizona, 
as it is in several other states 
Americans love guns, perhaps 
because of our frontier tradi­ 
tions. There are even 200,009 
members of “quick draw clubs” 
using real guns and wax bullets. 
Tile position of representatives 
of the National Rifle Associa­ 
tion, representing over 600,000 
hunters and shooting enthusi­ 
asts, was explored. While de­ 
ploring soles to convicted felons, 
persons with a history of mental 
disease or children, it maintains 
that citizens have a right to own 
firearms for self protection, in­ 
cluding the prevention of tyr­ 
anny.

HONOLULU (AP) _ The jinx 
ship Pomona, its former captain 
hacked to death with an axe on 
the high seas last month, was 
heading back to Honolulu today 
after a fire forced the crew off 
the ship as it resumed its voy­ 
age under a new skipper. 
With the Liberian-registered 
ship only IOO miles southwest of 
Honolulu, en route to Formosa, 
fire broke out Wednesday in the 
engine room and 30 crew mem­ 
bers were ordered over the side 
into aircraft-dropped liferafts. 
There were no injuries. The 
crew, less three men who re­ 
mained 
aboard the 
Pomona, 
were picked up by the freighter 
Rio M ana mo and transferred to 
the Coast Guard cutter Kukui. 
Four hours later, with the fire 
under control but the engines 
apparently disabled, the men 
were placed back aboard the 
Pomona to await the arrival of 
a tug boat from Hawaii. 
The new crew was composed 
of former first mate Alf Olsen, 
the captain; six Norwegian of­ 
ficers; a Brazilian radio oper­ 
ator and 25 Chinese seamen. 
The old crew refused to sail 
again after the slaying of Capt. 
Jacob Natvig in May. Natvig 
was slain with a fire ax in the 
vessel’s first attempt to get to 
Formosa 
with 
9,500 tons 
of 
scrap. 
The captain’s body was dis­ 
covered by Olsen May 15 in his 
bunk and the ship diverted to 
Honolulu from 1,000 miles east 
of the islands. An extensive in­ 
vestigation failed to turn up the 
killer.
